Any male or female who isa 
British subject, 21 years of age, 
and who has ordinarily resided 


iin Uanada for 18 months, and 


in the electoral district two 
months before the issue of the 
writs, is qualified to vote. 

The returning officer appejnts 
his own elerk, and in addition 
to this, appoints a registrar for 
vach polling subdivision in the 
rural municipalities and in vil- 
lages and in towns having a 
population of 5,000 or less, 


These registrars compile the 


voters’ list tor the election, ma- 
king use, as a basis. of existing 
provincial voters lists or muni. 


_|cipal lists containing the names 


of people entitled to vote at 
provincial elections. From these 
lists the registrar staikes off the 
names of persons not qualified 
and adds the names of persons 
who nre qualified to vote in 
federal vlections, This com- 
pletes tha list, There is no ap- 
peal from this, except that any 
electar who is qualitied may ap- 
pear on election day in the div- 
{sion in which he resides and 
make an oath to that effect. He 
will then be allowed to vote, 
providing he is vouched for un- 
der oath by an elector in the 
same polling division.

their neighbors from sunlight, they 
}had withstood the winds and storms

Two standard, domestic hot water 
‘furnaces have been in operation, night 
}and day, for over one and a half years 
lat the fuel testing laboratories of the 
| department of mines, determining the 
‘relative heating values of the various 
|}domestic fuels available in Eastern 
|Canada. ‘This 1s in accordance with 
}the campaign of the Dominion fuel 
board on instructions from the Honor- 
able Charles Stewart, minister of 
mines, in an effort to improve the 
situation in the domestic fuel markets 
of the central provinces by encourag- 
ing the use of various available sub- 
stitute fuels. 

These furnaces, during tests, are 
constantly under the supervisten of 
competent engineers and are fitted up 
|to.approxitmate, as closely as possible, 
‘actual operating conditions in house 
‘heating. In this way not only are the 
| heating qualities of the various fuels 
‘accurately compared, but the best 
operjting conditfons, such as draft 
‘requirements, depth of fuel on grates 
‘and frequency of firing are determin- 
‘ed for each fuel. The fuels under 
test include all the domestic fuels 
available for consumption in Eastern 
Canada and the tests will indicate the 
‘methods that must be employed to ob- 
tain the best results.

New Wheat . Disease 


“Take-All” Diseaso Has Been Dis- 
covered In Different Parts of the 
West ‘ 

A fungus disease known as “Take- 

All of Wheat,” has been found in the 

Wheat fields of Northeastern Saskat- 

chewan during a survey by the Do- 

minion laboratory of plant pathology 
under Dr. W. P.Fraser, Saskatoon. 


The disease varied in severity, many | 


fielda being free or showing only 4 
trace of the disease, while others 
showed 10 to 50 per cent. of diseased 
plants, says Dr. Fraser. It has also 
been found in wheat fields not far 


from Edmonton, and has recently been 


reported from Northern Manitoba, As 
far as fa known at present, the “take- 
all” discase is confined to the park 
country, only traces belng found in 
the prairle region, 

“The disease is caused by a fungus 
which attacks only the underground 
parts of grasses and wheat,” says 
Dr, Fraser. ‘The young plants may 
be killed or the injury to the roots or 
base of the stem cause the plants to 
be stunted. The disease is most 
easily noticed at the time the healthy 
wheat plants begin to ripen. It 
usually occurs In spots, where the 
plants are much stunted and of a pale 
white color, while the healthy plants 
are green. The heads are small and 
the kernels are absent or much shriv- 
elled, As many of the wheat seed- 
lings have been killed in the early 
stage, the wheat is thin in the dls- 
eased spots. There may be many ot 
these spots in a fleld. The diseased 
wheat is easily pulled out, as the reots 
and base of tlie stem is decayed. The 
lower part of the stem, or just below 
the surface of the ground, is dark or 
black in color. This dark color is 
usually best seen by pulling away the 
sheath. Sometimes small dark spore 
cases may be seen attached to the 
sheaths or roots. 

“While the disease-is serious, there 
{is no need for alarm. From all the 
evidence obtained, it seems the dis- 
ease is present on native grasses, and 
when the land is broken it passes to 
wheat through the soil. There is no 
spread from plant to plant in the alr, 
as in the case of rust. Infection 
takes place only through the soll, so 
that the spread from field to field, ex- 
cept by soll or stubble transfer, is not 
probable,

Canada's pro-eminence as tho “soft- 
woods storehouse of the empire” Is 
forcefully fmpressed on the mind of 
visitors to the British Empire exhibi- 
tion at Wembley, England, by the 
large and comprehensive exhibit of the 
forestry branch of the department of 
the Interior, 

Canada, with her more than one mil- 
lion square miles of tlmber lands cov- 
ered with forests containing about 160 
| tree species, produces the finest struc- 
}tura! timber in the world as well as 
woods for many other industrial pur- 
poses; and this fact has been striking- 
ly prought yut in the’ Wembley dls- 
play. 

Prominent in the exhibit fs a won- 
derful array of 184 panels of 40 dif- 
ferent woods, most of which it is dem- 
onstrated are obtainable -in large 
quantities. The woods are grouped 
according to character, each group be- 
ing separated by various exhibits of 
structures and articles made of these 
particular woods. Ags part of this 
feature of the exhibit great rolls of 
Canadian newsprint are shown. Near 
by is a group of glant timbers which 
includes two solld blocks of Douglas 
fir, each twelve feet high and pbractl- 
cally five feet square; a segment of 
Douglas fir eleven feet in diameter, 
and a timber sixty-four feet long, six- 
teen Inches wide, and eight inches 
thick,

the panels and wall cases, in a serlea 
lot stage set‘ings, showIng the growth 
; of the lumber industry throughout the 
}past four canturies, the stages of its 
{development being represented by the

In the industrial section is exhibit- 
ed a comprehensive group of articles 
manufactured from wood, ranging from 
a complete bungalow of two rooms, 
and giant silos for the storage of farm 
fodder, to wooden spoons, 

The exhibit has attracted a great 
deal of attention as shown by the 
large crowds which have constantly 
gathered about it and by the many 
inquiries made of the attendants, and 
also by the numerous articles and 
paragraphs that have appeared in the 
British press, and there is no doubt 
that in thus making known the quality 
and range of Canadian forest products 
{o the clilzens of the empire, the ex- 
hibit will aid powerfully in the devel- 
opment of this great industry, 


Corn Growing In Western Canada 


Saskatchewan Grows About 
Acres of Corn Crop 

Corn Is steadily gaining in popular- 
ity throughout the west as an aid to 
diversified farming and it 1s estimated 
that 100,000 acres were grown in Sas- 
katchewan last year. Although seed 
was searce last year and the price 
rather high, the acreage will probably 
be slightly higher this year than last. 
The average acreage of corn grown by 
the corn growing farmer-is about 10. 
Minnesota Number 18 and North Da- 
j kota Whito Filnt are the brands most 
favored in Saskatchewan, 

The increasing favor with which 
corn is regarded by the farmer is well 
shown by the increasing sale of corn 
growing implements. In 1920 the 
j{mplements sold did not attain the

“Grading” means th: classifying 
of products, whether they te hogs, but- 
ter, cheese, eggs or anythixg else, into 
what might be called in a general way 
“BEST”, “GOCD”, “FAIR” and 
“POOR” classes. 

These exact words are not used in 
describing the grades, but that is what 
is meant. The purpose served in grad- 
ing is threefold— 


(2) Educational. When the pro- 
ducer sees the relative quality of his 
product he is spurred on to imaintain 
that quality if it is the “best” or to 
improve the quality where necessary. 


2) Fairy Play. When products are 
not graded the inferior article for 
various reasons often brings as much as 
the superior article, and the credit and 
advantage of putting the superior pro- 
duct on the market is lost to the one 
who really deserves it. 


(3) Facilitating Trade, The 
dealer learns to have confidence in the 
article he is buying and buys more free- 
ly, because it is guaranteed by grading, 
and gradually everybody gets to know 
what the “best” article really looks like 
or tastes like. In short, grading brings 
about standardization and ensures to 
the producer the best price. 


Canada now grades her cereals, grass 
seeds, hay, potatoes, apples, eggs, but- 
ter, cheese, wool and bacon hogs. The 
results have been in every case bene- 
ficial and in some cases quite markedly 
s0, even though the grading system has 
been in effect in some eases for only 
two or three years, thus:— 


Cheese—Grading began April 1st, 
1923. Canadian cheese the year before 
had fallen into such disfavour on the 
British market that New Zealand cheese 
was quite commonly preferred, Today 
Canadian cheese commands cents per 
pound higher than New Zealand. 


Butter--Grading began same time 
as for cheese. The reputation of our but- 
ter was then indeed at low ebb, Canadian 
butter today, while not the best on the 
market, is rapidly improving in quality 


aot 


secing us through the s{-uzgle and will assure us of our rightful place on 


18 shillings a long hundredweight below 
Danish, has gradually grown in the esti- 
mation of the British wholesale buyer 
until it is now quoted at only from 1 or 
less to at most 5 or 6 shillings per long 
hundredweight below the best Danish. 

This improvement in price is, of 
course, due to quality and has come 
about very gradually, thé spread nar- 
rowing down by a shilling or two a 
month until now it is not at all a rare 
occurrence to see best Canadian selling 
on a par with the Danish article. 


E-gg¢s—Canada was the first country 
to grade and standardize eggs. These 
grades and standards apply not only to 
export, interprovincial and import ship- 
ments, but also to domestic trading. 

The basis is interior quality, clean- 
ness and weight. 

Standardizing Canadian eggs has 
established confidence between producer 
and consumer and between exporter and 
British importer, and has resulted in a 
greatly-increased demand for the Cana- 
dian egg both at home and abroad. 


Other products might be mentioned 
where grading has worked to the great 
advantage of the producer and to the 
advancement of Canadian agriculture. 

Already Great Britain recognizes our 
store cattle, wheat, cheese, eggs, apples 
and oats as the best she can buy. 

It is for us to so improve our other 
products, partiqgleriy our butter and 
bacon, as to bring them also into this 
list of “the best on the British market” 
and consequently the highest priced. 

Grading enabled us to do this for 
cheese, wheat, eggs and apples. 

Grading is helping us to do it for 
butter and bacon, 


Quality Counts 

Quality is thus the first objective for the 
Canadian export trade, and, then steady, regular 
supply. It it along these lines the Department of 
Agriculture is working by educational methods, 
and the result of this policy is seen in the growing

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The Solid And Secure 
Position Of Canada Is 
Described By Lord Beaverbrook 


#dnteresting observations on “My 


Journey in Canada” by’ Lord Be aver: | 


brook appear in his paper, the London 
Express, in a recent Issue. Lord 
Beaverbrook's article foflows: 

The Canadian dollar is how at par- 
ity of exchange and often at more than 
parity. In other words, the Canadian 
dollar is normally worth as much as 
the American dollar and on occasion 
more. Canada’s currency is: there- 
fere today as good as the best in the 
world, and*\sometimes better. And 
this fact is, of course, but a reflection 
of thé‘unbounded prosperity of the 
Dominion. Yet how many people are 
there in Europe, outside strictly busi- 
ness and financial circles, to whom 
this news will not come as a surprise? 
We are too accustomed to look for 
currency values to New York and to 
forget Montreal or Toronto—possibly 
because they happen to be inside the 
empire. 

The Canadian dollar is vaiuable be- 
cause Canada is rich and prosperous. 
Its prosperity springs fgrom_ three 
great primary sources of national 
wealth. There are the minerals, the 
gold and the silver, of Ontario, Look- 
ing to the west there are the vast 
wheat.fields of the prairies—them- 
selves exploited in a manner of in- 
dustrial efficiency which,suggests the 
operation of mining from the soil 
rather than the old agricultural meth- 
ods in vogue in England. Looking 
again to the east, Canada is mining 
the vast ‘oresfs 
spread ‘so abundantly for her,*to sup- 
ply Fleet Street and the world witb 
newsprint. The timber is cut, the 
logs go to the mill, the wood pulp to 
the paper machines, and the forests 
groan in order that the journalist may 
perspire, Canada, in fact, is one 
great national mine of undeveloped 
resources, 

Such are the vital regources of the 
Dominion. And in consequence of 
their vigorous exploitation there is in 
Canada no “dole” today. The em- 
ployed have not to pay a tax to main- 
tain the unemployed, and the finance 
of the state iginot therefore subjected 
to this continuous drain. There is no 
unemployment problem in the Domin- 
ion in the sense in which we are com- 
pelled to face it in Great Britain—that 
is to say of persistent unemployment 
over long periods due in no way to the 
fault of the worker, The unemploy- 
ed in Canada under ordinary condi- 
tions are simply those who are phy- 
sically incapable of prolonged labor or 
those who have a natural distaste for 
the sort of employment which lies to 
their hand. 

There are other factors which have 
enabled the Dominion to make its as- 
tounding recovery from the efforts ot 
the war and the bad world conditions 
which accompanied the post-war per- 
jod. Among these I would place her 
admirable banking system. It is the 
soundest in the world and the strong- 
est. I have not looked into the fig- 
ures, but I feel sure that the savings 
of Canadians per head exceed those ot 
the people of any other country, not 
excluding the United States. The 
heads of the banking world are there- 
fore of primary importance to the safe 
and prosperous conduct of Canadian 
life and industry. ‘Their relative 
standing is enhanced by the fact that 
Canada, unlike the powers and nations 
of Europe, has practically no external 
difficulties. Her problems are pure- 
ly internal, and it is this fact which 
makes the banker, rather than the 
politician, the King of Canada. 

Another vital factor in the progress 
of the Dominion will be found in its 
educational system, Education is 
free to everybody, and all children at- 
tend the same schools on a footing of 
absolute equality. In this Way the 
intelligence of the whole mass of the 
people is gfven a free vent, and we 
possess in real truth and actuality 
that equality of opportunity of which 
the democrat has always dreamed, And 
I attribute the gieat progress that the 
country is making largely to the fact 
that there is nothing to prevent any 
lad in any walk of Hfe today taking 


the place and playing the role now oc- 
cupled by men like Sir Vincent Mere- 
dith and Sir Herbert Holt—as the new 
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which nature has} 


generation succeeds the present one. 

The knowledge that this is so gives 
a tremendous stimulus to the energies 
of the individual. He devotes him- 
self to developing the resources of his 
country and not grumbling about the 
limitations of a life which has in fact 
no limitation, . 

To a sound system of education 
there is added a sound theory and 
practice of government. Canada en- 
joys excellent administrations—so 
that we may hope that good govern- 
ment has become a matter of fixed 
habit. All governments have, of 
course, their critics, and rightly so, 
for the criticism of an opposition is an 
essential factor in the working of a 
democratie constitution. None the 
less it is true that the government of 
the Dominion is better both in quality 
and character than that of the United 
States. It is demonstrably more effi- 
cient.

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Brick From Saskatchewan Clay 


Deposits at Claybank Are 
Successfully Exploited 

More than 3,000,000 face and fire 
bricks and 750,000 hard burned vitri- 
fied brick fer roundhouse work for 
the Canadian National, Railways have 
been manufactured at Claybank, Sask., 
this year, according to T, M. Molloy, 
commissioner of the bureau of labor 
and industries, who returned from a 
tour of inspection of clay deposits in 
Southern Saskatchewan. 

Dr. Chas, Camsell, deputy minister 
of the Federal department of mines, 
and A. J. C. Nettell, Vancouver, Brit- 
ish Columbia representative of the 
geological survey, accompanied] Mr. 
Molloy on the trip. 

Dr. Camsell expressed 
surprised at the extensive area coy- 
yered by clay deposits in Southern 
Saskatchewan and was greatly inter- 
ested in studying fossils of the differ- 
ent claypits visited to determine their 
age and origin. He found the clay 
free from impurities and of good tex- 
ture, 

Mr. Molloy said next year will prob- 
ably see a big reguction in the import 
of fire brick and refractory shapes 
due to the extended use of Saskatche- 
wan clays. Lignite coal is being suc- 
cessfully used in the early stages of 
the manufacture of fire clays at Clay- 
bank and experiments are being con- 
ducted to find a way of using lignite 
in all stages of the production if pos- 
sible. 

It is claimed there is- enough clay 
in sight at Claybank to permit of the 
manufacture of 50,000 bricks a day for 
the next 200 years. The normal cap- 
acity of the plant at Claybank is 10,- 
000 to 15,000 bricks a day, and the 
full capacity 25,000 a day.

Dr. Black declared himself opposed 
to the system of directing newcom- 
ers wholly to Western Canada and said 
he belleved there were many desir- 
able and adaptable settlers in Great 
Britain who, while they might not suc- 
ceed in the prairie provinces, would 
find themselves at home and would 
make a succes sof life in British Col- 
umbia, Ontario, Quebee or the Mari- 
time Provinces. The policy of direct- 
ing newcomers to the parts of Canada 
most suitable for them, his department 
intended to adhere to.

Waste In Smoke Slight 


Most of Coal Goes Up Chimney As 
Atmospheric Gases 

Every time a ton of coal is burned 

in the family furnace, seventeen tons 

of gas go up the chimney, sixteen of 

which are the gases of the atmosphere, 


either free or in combination with the} 


elements of which the coal Is formed. 

A little more than twelve tons are of 
nitrogen, which goes through (the fire 
unchanged. Nearly four tons of oxy- 
gen are needed to burn the coal and 
this oxygen all goes up the flue as car- 
bon dioxide, sulphur dioxide and water 
vapor. 

Most of the coal, 1,500 pounds or so, 
also goes up the chimney, principally 
as carbon dioxide, less than one part 
in a hundred forming smoke.

In 
his annual report for 1923 he gives 
the results as follows, allowing for 
average investment, replacement and 
repairs: In Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Quebec, On- 
tario and British Columbia, the aver- 
age charge to farmers was $2.16 per 
acre and in Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
$1.25. It was found that the size ot 
the cultivated area on a farm is the 
controlling factor in the economical 
use of machinery, and that- the cost 
per acre is greater on small farms 
than on those of medium size. Farms 
ranging in area from twenty to fifty 
acres showed a machinery cost ot 
$3.37 per acre; those between fifty and 
one hundred and fifty ucres in extent, 
$1.65 per acre; those from one hun- 
dred and fifty to two hundred acres, 
$1.25 per acre; and those from two 
hundred to five hundred acres and 
over $1.17 per acre. A certain 
amount of equipment appears equally 
as necessary on fifty-acre farms as on 
farms of one hundred and fifty acres. 
On larger farms a second set of cer- 
tain machines is found necessary, the 
large area under cultivation, however, 
tends to keep down the machinery cost 
per acre. ‘The report recommends co- 
operative buying where practicable of 
certain expensive machines, such -as 
seed drills, grain binders, corn bind- 
ers, corn cutters and blowers. 


A Vision Of Port Churchill 


Predicts That a Second Montreal Will 
Be Built On Shores Of Hudson 
Bay 

Another enthusiastic prophet of the 
great future in store for this country 
is J. Morewood Dowsett who, writing 
ip the New Voice, published by the 
National Citizens’ Union of England, 
states that he knew Canada very well 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific before 
the war. He had been in the habit of 
spending from six to seven months in 
it yearly, had invested in its property 
to the extent of more than a-million 
dollars, and had hunted its big game 
extensively, 

Mr. Dowsett, recalling some of the 
history of the Hudson Bay Railway, 
commends the project, but prefers a 
port at Churchill rather than at Nel- 
son, He writes: “Agairf, I am going 
to be foolish enough to prophesy and 
venture to predict that this port 
(Churchill) will prove a second Mon- 
treal in the years to come. I believe 
in supporting my opinion, and when 
the railroad is built to this port, and 
the land surveyed and put into the 
open market, I shall purchase sites on 
the waterfront, as I believe great de- 
velopments, with large profits, will 
follow.”

As a matter of fact, the situation is 
even better than that and justifies a 
much more pronounced attitude of 
satisfaction and optimism. Inevit- 
ably the 1924 wheat crop is regarded 
in a comparative manner with the fig- 
ures of the phenomenal and record 
yleld of 1928 ranged mentally along- 
side. The comparison is, however, 
not carried far enough and the real- 
ization driven home that only on four 
occasions in the history of the Can-, 


. 
adian West has a greater volume of ‘ 


wheat been harvested than that fore- 
cast in the ‘atest government figures, 
which must too, be regarded as being 
on the conservative side, as other ex- 
pert authorities place the anticipated 
yleld twenty per cent. higher. The 
estimate indicates ‘a 
greater wheat yleld than that her- 
vested in any year since 1915, with the 
exception of 1921, 1922 and 1923. If 
values are taken into account, the 
1924 wheat crop of Western Canada 
becomes yet more significant and far- 
mers should benefit to a.substantlally 
greater extent from the 1924 harvest 
than the record one of 1923. The 
prices prevailing last year brought to 
the prairie provinces for their wheat 
crops a total of $294,298,000. At the 
prices at which it is anticipated the 
1924 wheat crop of this territory will 
be sold, the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta should re- 
ceive at least.$300,000,000. 

The wheat crop of the Canadfan 
prairie provinces has such a bearing 
on world supply, is coming to mean so 
much more annually in this regard, 
and is so easily the largest single pro- 
ductive item in this territory, that its 
volume and value have come to be al- 
most universally accepted as stand- 
ards of general agricultural produc- 
tion and as indications of the average 
prosperity of the farming population. 
As a matter of fact, this is becoming 
true to a lesser extent each year, 

At the present time the wheat crop 
of Western Canada accounts for bare- 
ly fifty per cent. of the agricultural 
revenue of that Area. Whilst wheat 
acreage 1s increasing at a healthy, 
normal rate, the many phases of mix- 
ed activity ure more rapidly growing 
in popularity. Such issues as cattle 
and hog rearing, dairy production, 
poultry and eggs, and apiculture are 
coming to mean a great deal more in 
revenue to the western farmer, and his

Germany’s 
Potash Industry 


Business Has Shown Remarkable 
Increase Over Pre-War Record 
Potash concerns are among the 


very few German industries that haye 
not suffered materially as a result of 
the post-war financfal and industriat 
crisis. They not only have not suf- 
fered, but have succeeded in almost 
tripling their business. 

During the first six months of the 
year 1925 the amount of potash sold 
by the German Industries amounted to 
730,000 tons, which is almost three 
times the amount disposed of during 
the same period of the preceding year 
and also represents a vast increase 
over the total of 520,000 tons of the 
pre-war record of 1918. Every ounce 
of the stock left over from last win- 
ter has been sold, and all the concerns 
today are working at full blast. 

This showing of the German potash | 
business is regarded as quite remark- 
able in view of the fact that Germany’s 
world monopoly of the business sud- 
denly was broken by the loss of the 
Alsatian mines in France, followed by 
the discovery of promising potash de- 
posits in Texas, Spain, Gallels, the 
Balkans, Mexico and elsewhere,
